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The Disney Mail Room... 


A íst Class Operation 


It’s really pretty easy. Lay a couple of 
assorted coins on the counter in exchange 
for a perforated block of brightly printed 
paper, moisten its sticky back with your 
tongue, apply a touch of pressure on its 
face, then drop it in the slot. 

And off you go, reasonably sure that 
your letter with affixed stamp is off and 
running, winging its way through day- 
light and night hours to your intended 
destination, perhaps thousands of miles 
away. 

Although you don’t know exactly what 
happens to your letter . . . who and how 
hands and machinery will touch it, sort it, 
bag it, directit. . . there’s that gut feeling 
that the mega-industry called our postal 
system will somehow deliver. 

Like other large cities, Walt Disney 
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Every office and department has a slot in the Mail Room. Sorting letters into their correct 
location prior to delivery is Jim Frith. 


World’s mail system is big business, an 
exacting science. Even though linked by 
telephones and other telecommunications 
systems, we still depend on paper to keep 
our business operating. And it’s up to the 
Disney Mail Room to direct these 
thousands of correspondences. 

Our Mail Room, located in The Center, 
is a microcosm of the big city post office. 
We visited with the six-person team work- 
ing out of the large room . . . filled with 
hundreds of wooden sorting slots, stamp- 
ing machines, sorting tables and canvas 
mail bags. . . foralookat their operation. 

“We handle more mail than most 
people would ever imagine in a day’s 
time,” explained Mail Room Lead, Shirley 
Grzych, as she sat at her desk, stacks of 
letters almost head-high in front of her.

“We have a very rigid operating schedule 
here . . . we have to!” And do they ever. 
Shirley told us that every morning at 7 am, 
one of the Mail Room hosts picks up in- 
coming mail and packages at the post of- 
fice in Orlando. Then it’s back to the Mail 
Room where Shirley and her five Mail 
Messengers, Art Lehmann, Morton 
Smith, Jim Peach, Jim Frith and Jim Sut- 
ton, begin sorting all of it. 

“It can really get confusing in here. 
With tight deadlines to meet, mail 
everywhere, and three Jims running from 
one stack to another, everytime I'd call for 
Jim . . . all three came over. So now it’s 
Jim One, Jim Two and Jim Three!” Shir- 
ley joked. 

The six of them finish sorting the 7 am, 
incoming mail into four delivery “runs” 


for the hosts, and they’re off in an assort- 
ment of vans and pickup trucks to deliver 
it. 

“We average around 1,150 first class let- 
ters coming into Walt Disney World each 
day,” Art told us. “Third class mail. . . 
which includes newspapers and 
magazines coming in for offices here . . . 
account for about 500 articles a day, and 
we receive another 15 to 20 registered, 
insured or certified packages a day.” 

The Mail Room hosts deliver to 192 loca- 
tions across Walt Disney World twice 
daily. Each host handles 48 locations in a 
“run” that lasts an hour or more. While 
delivering the mail, they pick up Inter- 
Office mail and stamped mail our guests 
have deposited in numerous boxes across 
our property. 

“Inter-Office mail is a job in itself!” Shir- 
ley pointed out. “We move over 2,000 en- 
velopes a day between offices here. And 
every envelope has to be picked up, sorted, 
and delivered.” 

When the four hosts finish their runs, 
it’s back to the Mail Room with their boo- 
ty, where it is sorted, metered, and taken 
to the Orlando Post Office at 11 am.

Adhering to a tight schedule, the 
Inter-Office mail is sorted while the Or- 
lando 11 am run is out. On their return 
from town, they are loaded down with 
more incoming mail, which is sorted, and 
at noon the four “runs” go out again! Be- 
fore long, they are back and the outgoing 
mail is again carried to Orlando at 3:30 
pm. What a day! 
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Art Lehmann handles all types of packages. 





We said carrying the mail is big busi- 
ness, and it is. An average day will see 
4,500 first class letters going out, 200 to 300 
third class letters moved, perhaps 50 low 
priority packages and 100 high priority 
packages sent out, and an average of 7,500 
articles of bulk mail moved every month! 

Communicating with California is also 
very important. To assist, the Mail Room 
has established a special system. Every 
Monday and Thursday at 3:30 pm, all mail 
and packages addressed to either Disney- 
land, the Studio, WED or Mapo is sent in 
bulk. And the Mail Room guarantees 
next-day delivery!

Art and Morton chuckled as they 
explained that the Mail Room is also re- 
sponsible for returning lost articles to our 
guests. ‘We've sent back false teeth, glas- 
ses, only one shoe, many relics from 
Space Mountain’s floor ... . even Susan 
Ford’s bathing suit which she forgot!” 

“And you ought to see the addresses we 
receive.” Art showed us one letter, simply 
addressed . . . DIS-NEY WORLD. 

“We offer our cast members certain ser- 
vices in the Mail Room,” Shirley said. 
“We sell stamps from 10 am to 11 am, 12 
noon to 1 pm, and 2 pm to 3 pm.” In 
addition, they have wrapping paper and 
tape available for your personal use, and 
will mail personally wrapped packages. 
You can also have your packages certified, 
registered or insured. And there’s a fed- 
eral zip code book there, “But please don’t 
call for zip code help, drop by in person.” 

Shirley added that one service she espe- 
cially would like to see cast members use, 
is mailing information. “If in doubt on 
how to properly prepare a package or let- 
ter for mailing, call us . . . we'll be glad to 
assist.” Shirley emphasized this by point- 
ing to Art, who was sitting at his desk 
completely re-wrapping and addressing 
five large packages which someone at- 
tached labels to - backwards! 

All of this just points up that our Disney 
Mail Room is a real first class operation! 
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Meet Ed Northcutt, Manager of Sales and 
Service for Eastern Airlines at Walt Disney 
World, and Dorene Gill, Ticket Sales 
Agent. It seems that a couple of our Tour 
Guides were visiting the “If You Had 
Wings” attraction in Tomorrowland and 
were amazed to find that Eastern Airlines op- 
erates a full travel center in it. We dropped by 
and discovered that Eastern has a ticket agent 
like Dorene managing a travel desk at the at- 
traction's exit. The agent can make airline re- 
servations, sell tickets and make hotel reser- 
vations anywhere Eastern flies, just to name 
a few. “We are a full-fledged ticket office 
here,” Dorene explained, Open seven- 
days-a-week from 10 am to 6 pm, guests and 
cast members alike can utilize the facility for 
their travel requirements. They accept cash 
and all major credit cards for the transac- 
tions.
